IS THERE A REMEDY ? 


The /rish Timea understands that 
negotiations between the-Government 
and the British Ministry of Mines on 
the question of importin larger 
cargoes of coal have been slowed up 
owing to the alleged unnecessary

Agreements had been reached pro- 
visionally that it would be more 
economical in point of time and space 
for coal to be imported here in larger 
steamers and unloaded by three-shift 
work. Arrangements were in progress 
to employ such larger ships, but the 
British shippers were not, satisfied that 
the discharge could be undertaken 


rapidly at the several Irish ports in- ‘ 


volved. It is believed that these 
doubts were based upon an incident of 
some weeks ago when a vessel of con- 
siderable tonnage carrying 4,000 tons 
of coke was held up at the port of 
Dublin because workers demanded pay 
for night work almost four times the 
day rates. The discharge of that cargo 
was suspended, and the ship sailed be- 
hind schedule.

THE NIGHTMARE 


Their fight during the past. year, he 
said, had done much to discredit the 
doctrine of German “' invincibility,’’ 
but now they had to show that they 
were more than a match for Germany, 
and to convince the »ppressed peoples 
that Britain can win 

Pointing out that in Spain he had 
had opportunities of studying the action 
of men and women who live under the 
grim German shadow after fifteen 
months “‘ at one of our few remainin 
a Brie. on‘ the Continent,”’ Sir EE 
said that fear was to-day the dominat- 
ing force over great areas of the 
Continent—‘“‘ not, the foolish terror of 
cowardly people, but that most terrible 
fear, the nightmare that stops the blood 
and paralyses the brain—fear of the 
irresistible monster that overshadows 
the earth, spreading on all sides in- 
escapable destruction. 

‘This fear the Germans do their 
utmost to exploit. This doctrine that 
Germany -is invincible is the evil belief 
from which we and our allies can alone 
free Europe. If we are to convince 
Europe that not only can we not be 
beaten, bu» that we can actually win, 
we must show by outward and visible 
acts that we are more than a match for 
Germany not only on the sea and in the 
air, but on the land as “well.” 


NAPOLEON’S FAILURE 


Contrasting Hitler and Napoleon, Sir 
Samuel said: ‘‘ How different this new 
Attila, who, with his mechanised 
hordes, forces back cultured civilised 
Europe into days blacker and more 
brutal than the dark ages. Yet 
Napoleon, for all his wisdom and 
despite all his reforms, failed to subdue 
this ancient Continent. He went on and 
tried to impose the new order—uni- 
formity on Europe by the continental 
system—and he failed.’’ 

If Napoleon failed, how much more 
should Hitler fail? But he would only 
fail if they made the most tremendous 
effort by sheer weight of material. He 


| might well succeed in forcing the whole 


Continent into servile uniformity. 
They would only stop him by weight 
of industrial production, aeroplanes, 
tanks, to beat down the masses he had 
accumulated. 

‘‘ Europe must be a coat of many 
colours. Jt must never wear the 
uniform of Nazi grey or Gestapo 
black; but only by effort unparalleled 
in history shall we save Became 
civilisation from this terrible end, and 
we must make our supreme effort 
quickly and an time.” 


DUBLIN SHIPPING 
PROJECT 
CORK INTEREST IN 
UNDERTAKING 


In addition to the two sailing vessels 
chartered in America by Dublin mer- 
chants, a third ship has now been 
secured similarly, m Sé for a Dublin 
group. The third is a motor schooner 
of 1,700 tons. The other sailers are 
1,750 tons and 2,300 tons dead weight. 

‘It would be a very sensible thing 
for Cork merchants to charter a sailing 
vessel to bring goods across the Atlantic 
to Cork,” said Mr. C. F. Murphy, Pre- 
sident, Cork Chamber of Commerce, 
in-an interview on Saturday. “TI be- 
heve this constructive subject could 
be raised at the Chamber of 
Commerce with considerable  ad- 
vantage,’ he. added. ‘It would 
be to the advantage of Cork 
merchants to have the vessels coming 
to Cork, and would save cost of 
freight from Dublin and save burden- 
ing the railways.”’ 


MAN POWER AND 5 


A BRITISH 
INITIATIVE ? 


By Our MILITARY CORRESPONDENT. 


HE wisit of Count Ciano to Ger- 
many last week included an in- 
terview with the Fuerher at 

his Russian headquarters—at which 
General Jodl represented Field-Marshal 
Keitel. We now hear practically 
every day of Italian, Rumanian 
and Hungarian troops being named 
specifically in the German com- 
muniqués. The latest such mention 
was of “the Spanish Blue division '— 
stated to have been engaged ‘‘in the 
Northern sector” For the first time the 
Germans have had in Russia to combat 
superior num and nearly equal 
armament: and under those conditions 
they have had to continue attacks. In 
such. circumstances heavy losses in 
men and heavy wastage of material 
were inevitably incurred. It would 
thus appear that the Germans cannot 
have such a material superiority as 
they enjoyed even as late as the spring 
of the present year. 


GUERRILLA CAMPAIGN 


This is so from the narrowly opera- 
tional standpoint. It is no less in- 
evitable from the standpoint of 
occupied territories—now entirely more 
extensive than at any former time. 
Moreover, occupation in Russia is a 
very serious business. For example, 
take Odessa ten days alter the occupa- 
tion. According to the Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Swedish Dagens 
Nyheter, well-armed Russian remnants 
were still holding out in the ruins 
and cellars and sustaining a 
guerilla campaign. From the nature 
of the case, all this occupation and 
policing work falls on the Germans, 
as the senior pone: It is true that 
they dispose of great numbers of police 

semi-police forces; we read of such 
ures as 700,000 police (Gestapo), 
3 000 auxiliaries (Hilfspolizei), 
700.000 Schutz-Staffel, 250,000 5.5. 
izei, etc. ‘These are men specially 
trained for such duties and not counted 
as soldiers of the Reichswehr. All are 
picked, able-bodied men of military 
age. These 14 millions are unavailable 
for immediate combat— irrespective of 
how they are described. —.

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DOCUMENTS “FAKES OF 
CLUMSIEST TYPE” 


I” an ofhcial communigué from 
Herr Hitler's headquarters 
repudiating the alleged map of 
the German ' New Order for 
South America and the docu- 
ment mentioned last Monday 
by President Roosevelt, which 
he said indicated German inten- 
tions to abolish the Christian 
and other religions, it is stated 


that both are clumsy fakes. 

It is asserted that the United States 
destroyers Kearney and Greer attacked 
U-boats before they were torpedoed. 

Regarding the map which showed 
Central and South America divided into 
five States under German domination 
and the document on religion, the 
communiqué stated :— 


‘* FAKES ” 


““No such map has been produced 
in Germany by the Reich Government, 
nor has any document been drawn up 
by the Reich Government regarding 
the abolition of religions in the world. 
Both must, therefore, be fakes of the 
grossest and clumsiest type. The asser- 
tions are so senseless and absurd that 
it is superfluous for the Reich Govern- 
ment to go into the matter. The 
Reich Government has notified II 
neutral Governments, including those 
of Central and South America, by 
diplomatic channels of the above.’’ 

The statement then dealt with the 
allegations of President Roosevelt in 
the same speéch, that the Kearney and 
the Greer were attacked by German 
naval forces, and alleged that the 
Greer, in close military collaboration 
with British naval forces, pursued » 
German submarine for many hours, 
attacking it while under water with 
depth charges, and that only after this 
attack did the U-boat make use of its 
weapons. 


ATTACKED GERMANY 


In the case of the Kearney, it was 
stated that the destroyer was travelling 
as an escort of a convoy when it heard 
the £8 0.8 of*a second convoy in con- 
flict with German naval forces in 
another part of the Atlantic, changed 
its course, went to the scene of the 
fight, and attacked @ German sub- 
marine with depth charges. 

“The account given by the President 
in his speech that American destroyers 
had been attacked by German naval 
forces, and that thereby Germany had 
attacked America, does not correspond 
with facts, and has been refuted by 
the official statement of the American 
naval authorities themselves. On the 
contrary both the American destroyers 
attacked German submarines, and 
thereby America attacked Germany, 
which is also confirmed by the 
American naval authorities.”’

GERMAN REPLY TO US. 


“worse than piracy,’’ Colonel Knox 
said: “If what men are fighting 
Hitler for is not right, then there is 
no point in living at all. These condi- 
tions,” he went on, “incite in every 
self-respecting man a desire to have a 
part in the fight. You are lucky to 
get a chance to play a man’s part, For 
every one of you there are a hundred 
who want your place. This fight is 
primarily one of self-defence, requiring 
no justification in the light of inter- 
national law. The United States will 
have liberty as long as it is willing 
to fight for it. We will make no peace 
at the end,” Colonel Knox concluded, 
‘‘except one of right and justice.’’— 
(Reuter.) 

DANVILLE . (VIRGINIA), Satur- 
day.—The United States destroyer 
Reuben James sank two German 
submarines, and may have accounted 
for others, according to a letter from

“ MAY INVITE WAR ” 


WASHINGTON, Sunday. — Senator 
George, former Chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, said in 
a radio speech to-night that the revision 
of the Neutrality Act ‘‘ may be followed 
by a course of action which will invite 
war.” He contended that the nation 
was already confronted with the ques- 
tion of whether she should accept the 
challenge or abandon the doctrine of 
the freedom of the seas. ‘‘ Many of us 
still devoutly hope and pray we may 
be spared the horrors of war,” said 
Senator George. ‘‘ Yet we cannot 
shape our foreign policies on which the 
life of the nation at this time and 
through the long future may depend 
under the shadow of the threat of war, 
That is not the American way. — 
(The Associated Press.) 


JOINT CANADIAN-SU,S. 


TALKS 


HYDE PARK, NEW YORK, Sun- 
day—All phases of the international 
situation are believed to have been dis- 
cussed between President Roosevelt 
and Mr. Mackenzie King, Canadian 
Premier, in their week-end talks.

BRITISH NAVAL 
STRENGTH 


A statement was made some weeks 
ago that the British Navy was now 
twice as strong as at the outbreak of 
war. The reference was, more par- 
ticularly, with reference to numerical 
stren th of personnel; but it would 
largely apply to new construction also, 
Take, for imstance, the category of 
capital ships. Two of these have Leen 
lost—~Royal Oak and Hood—but. five 
have been added—those of the King 
George V. class, althgugh only two 
have been actually named as in action. 
The same situation obtains in respect of 
all other categories of ships. Also the 
fact should not be overlooked that the 
present American naval policy is of 
considerable advantage to Britain—in 
that it enables her to employ her own 
ships far more economically than was 
the case before. : 

The only warship categories in which 
Germany can show an increase 
are submarines and motor _ tor- 
pedo boats—i.e., the classes which 
their enemies have made the 
biggest efforts to counter. Coming 
to Ttaly, it is doubtful if any serious 
replacement has taken place in any 


cruisers or super - destroyers. As 
far as can be foreseen, this condi- 
tion of affairs will not merely -con- 
tinue, but will tend to become accen- 
tuated. The Germans and Italians are 
very unlikely to meke any real addi- 
tions to their surface fleets—except in 
the very unlikely eventuality of cap- 
turing ? Áis ships in sea-going con- 
dition. The Rritish, on the contrary, 
will add, more or less steadily, to, at 
all events, all the lighter types of ships. 
During a war such always take pre- 
cedence in urgency over the heavier 
classes, and are, accordingly, speeded- 


up. 


GIBRALTAR ZONE 


Not merely has the British Navy now 
improved its relative position \is-a-vis 
its two adversaries, but it still con- 
tinues to hold the ‘interior lines.” 
Despite the effects of all modern de- 
velopments, it is still possible for the 
British to reinforce any one of their 
squadrons with any one, or more, of 
the remainder. No such move is pos- 
sible for its adversaries. It is very

Fiom 
the British angle, no greater blunder 
could be imagined than to weaken her- 
self between Alexandria and a 
Flow in order to go passively on the 
defensive in the South China Sea. 
Malayan tin and rubber—and_ the 
Dutch East Indies—can be quite safely 
‘left to the U.S.A. to look after. 

In view of the increasing advantage 
at sea which the British dispose of, it 
is not surprising to find that serious 
discussion of ar invasion of Britain has 
practically ceased. True, every now 
and again, British statesmen make pro- 
nouncements in an opposite sense. The 
German invasion of Russia may have 
been not so much a preliminary to, as a 
substitute for, an invasion of Britain. 
The situation is parallel to that of 
Napoleon in 1805—after the breakdown 
of his rae crossing of the Dover 
Straits. e Emperor turned against 
his continental adversaries—Ulm and 
Austerlitz, and afterwards Jena and 
Friedland. It seems likely, too, that in 
the material sense the present respite 
—like that of 1805—was turned to 
account by the British. It is only in 
the material sphere that this has 
happened ? :

TURKISH PRESIDENT’S 
HOPE 


ANKARA, Sunday.—In the Turkish 
National» Assembly the President 
General Ineunnu, yesterday told 
deputies that he hoped -Turkey would 
be an instrument of bringing peace to 
the world. The President opened the 
new session of the Assembly with a 
renewed declaration that Turkey would 
not submit to any “ action of force,” 
which drew a storm of applause 
equalled only by the cheers for his 
assertion that his country had proved 
itself “in a dark hour” friendly to 
Britain. 7 
_ Stating that Turkey hoped to be an 
instrument of bringing peace to the 
world, he warned that since he last 
spoke the war had reached to every 
border of his country, and gave pro- 
mise of spreading even wider through 
the world. 

There was virtually no reference to 
Russia in the President's speech.— 
(The Associated Press.)

HEAVY TOLL OF 
AXIS SHIPS 


20 SUNK OR DAMAGED 
IN THREE NIGHTS 
OYAL Air Force attacks on 


Axis shipping continue 
unabated, says the Press Asso- 
ciation. In three nights the 
Coastal Command has sunk or 
seriously damaged at least 
twenty vessels. — 


The latest explojts announced in an 
Air Ministry communiqué last night 
were attacks on an enemy convoy off 
the Frisian Islands on Saturday night, 
an aerial torpedo thrust at La Pallice 
—scene of a similar attack on Satur- 
day morning—and the bombing of a 
supply ship off the Dutch coast at 
dawn on Sunday. Two of the ships 
were sunk and’ anbther two badly 
damaged and possibly destroyed, 

An Air Ministry communiqué, de- 
scribing the attack on the convoy off 
the Frisian Islands on Saturday night, 
says that it was made from a low 
level, and bombs were seen to hit two 
large ships. One blew up and the 
other was set on fire. 

A Beaufort aircraft delivered a 
torpedo attack on a large enemy ship 
which was stationary off La Pallice. 
About dawn this Sunday morning a 
Blenheim aircraft of the Coastal Com- 
mand bombed an enemy supply ship 
off the Dutch coast. 

No aircraft is missing from these 
operations. 

The Air Ministry yesterday stated: 
“In spite of bad weather a strong force 
of aircraft of the Bomber Command last 
night (Saturday) attacked objectives 
at Kiel and elsewhere in North-west 
Germany. The docks at Brest and Le 
Havre were also bombed. Coastal 
Command aircraft bombed the docks 
at St. Nazaire. From these operations 
four aircraft of the Bomber Command 
are missing.” 

Spitfire pilots of the Royal Air Force 
shot at and put out of action railway 
engines and goods trains in Northern 
France yesterday, states the Air 
Ministry News Service. 


GERMAN CLAIMS

** Bad Citizens” 


We wonder if the country is paying 
genuine heed to Mr. de Valera’s week-end 
warnings. If so, the signs are not over- 
manifest. Thousands of young men who 
walk the streets of Dublin to-day belong to 
none of the defence organisations. Many 
of them are conspicuously worse off, 
both physically and financially, than they. 
would be in the Army; even more have 
time to spare, which could be spent with 
profit to themselves and their nation in 
any of the part-time services. We 
recognise that the response to the country’s 
call has been very far, indeed, from un- 
satisfactory. The Army is many times 
larger than it was at the outbreak of war, 
and the other servicese—L.D.F., L.S.F., 
A.R.P., A.F.S., Maritime Inscription 
and the rest—have added greatly to the 
i national efficiency for combat Yet the 
response is not enough. From the 
military point of view, it will not be 
enough until every man and woman of 
suitable years are playing their part—and 
playing it with perseverance. Irishmen, 
as we said recently, never have been 
good at waiting, although they react 
‘magnificently to a crisis or to a sudden 
call upon their energies. When and if 
this country finds itself faced directly with 
attack, the men and women will come 
forward in their thousands; but they are 
ill-fitted by nature to endure the long 


tedium of waiting for a crisis 
which, perhaps, will never come. 
What. they must realise is that 
this tedium must be borne if the 


country is to pass through the fires with 
safety. It would be stupid arrogance to 
suppose that this State of three million 
people could hope to resist the full, con- 
centrated might of a Great Power; but 
there is a great deal of wisdom in the 
Taoiseach’s contention that the better 
prepared the State is against attack, the 
leas likely it is to be attacked. We would 
be mad to neglect any precaution that it 
is in our power. to take. There ought 
to be a constant flow of new recruits to 
the Army, accordingly as youths reach 
military age. As for the auxiliary 
services, security demands not merely that 
their present numbers be maintained, but 
that their enthusiasm be maintained, and 
that the benefit of their training— 
drudgery as it often must appear to 
be—shall be passed on to more and more 
volunteers. ‘‘Steady, intensive training,” 
was Mr. de Valera’s description of the 
public need, and nobody of intelligence 
will gainsay it. There are, Heaven knows, 
“- defegtists ’’ enough in their midst. Let 
them receive their answer from the great 
bulk of the people which retains confidence 
in itself and its destiny. 

The Premier is not mincing his words 
in these days. He will have nothing to 
do with that easy complacency which holds 
that, because the country has preserved 
its neutrality for two years, it will 
preserve it for the rest of the war. The 
end of the war, he says, may find the 
people of Ireland ‘‘a free people or a 
nation of helots, condemned to be such 
for many generations.” “ Ireland is in 
the very heart of a battle-zone’’—in a 
war which already has extended to 
virtually every corner of one continent, 
and threatens to engulf the five continents 
and the five oceans before it is finished. 
Perhaps, this State will emerge un- 
touched, but the likelihood, on any 
objective view, is pathetically small. It 
will be given a chance to submit; but. any 
such offer, as we think, will be rejected 
with contumely. We must resist at all 
costs—and upon our behaviour now will 
depend the quality of our resistance then. 
Other nations have learned to their bitter 
cost that it is too late to prepare when 
the enemy is on the door-step. There are 
things which cannot be learned except in 
the moment of crisis: we of the twenty- 
six counties, for example, have no idea 
of how we would react to a full-scale air- 
raid, but we can make preparations which, 
as we know both from common-sense and 
from the experience of belligerent countries, 
will help enormously to reduce losses and 
to maintain the discipline and moral of 
the people in general. A man cannot 
learn to handle a _ rifle—still less, a 
machine-gun—in twenty minutes; capable 
and trustworthy officers do not spring 
spontaneously into being; fire cannot bo 
fought by any Tom, Dick or Harry who 
has not even troubled to rcad the pamphlets 
on the subject. This is not like a con- 
tinental country, where every man at one 
period of life has spent a year or two 
years in the army, so that his training 
merely requires to be ‘‘brushed up ” and 
brought, perhaps, up to date when the 
moment of danger arrives. We must start, 
as it were, from scratch. Nobody can have 
any doubt concerning the will of the Irish 
people to defend themselves; but the will 
without the power—which means the 
training—is not sufficient to assure success. 
From now onwards everybody in Ireland 
ought to be working as he, or she, never 
has worked before, inasmuch as the danger 
is greater than the country ever has had 
to face before. “ A nation of helots ’’— 
that is a terrible prospect. Whether it 
ever becomes more than a prospect depends 
upon ourselves.

The Twentieth Week 


Yesterday the military campaign in 
Russia entered its twentieth week. Fight- 
ing continues on all parts of the gigantic 
front, if, indeed, one can speak of a 
“front ” in existing circumstances; and, 
although wintry conditions have begun to 
set in—there was a touch of Siberia in 
the wind even in Dublin yesterday—there 
seems to be no real slackening either in 
the tempo of the German attack or in the 
resolution of the Russian defence, Nothing 
even remotely comparable to this campaign 
ever has occurred in military history. The 
number of men engaged on both sides is 
unprecedented ; the weight of material that 
is being used by attacker and defender 
alike is stupendous. What the losses have 
been since the middle of June no man can 


‘has lost no fewer than four million men, 
including many of their best staff officers. 
According to the Germans, large sections 
of the Soviet armies have been wiped out 
of existence, and Russia’s losses already 
exceed those which were sustained during 
the last war. In this respect both sides 
probably are exaggeratifig; but, even when 
all due allowance is made for over- 
statement, there can be no doubt that the 
aggregate casualties run into millions, 
and that the proportion of dead to 
wounded and missing is far greater than 
it ever previously has been. From the 
purely territorial point of view, the 
Germans have been making steady, if 
slightly slowing, progress. In the North 
Leningrad hitherto has defied all the 
assaults of Ritter von Leeb’s powerful 
legions. In the centre Moscow remains 
intact, although General Guderian’s Panzer 
divisions have been smashing their way 
through General Zhukov’s defences in the 
region of Tula, some 110 miles to the 
south of the capital. In the Donetz Basin, 
where Italian troops are co-operating with 
the Germans, the gain of further ground 
is claimed by Berlin; but the fact that the 
official bulletins refer to the “ worst 
possible condition of the roads’’ suggests 


not so rapid as it was a few weeks ago. 
The main threat to Russia’s security is in 
the south. JReuter’s correspondent in 
Moscow admits that the situation still is 
““serious,” adding that Russian moral 
never was higher in spite of repeated 
reverses. The Germans announced yester- 
day that, in collaboration with Rumanian 
troops, they had entered Simferopol, 
capital of the Crimea; and that they were 
advancing towards Sebastopol, only forty 
Manifestly, Herr Hitler 
are determined to 
reach the ‘Caucasus before winter at 
all costs. Tanks and aircraft must 
be fed continuously, and the rate of oil 
consumption since the start of the cam- 
paign in Russia has been prodigious. If 
Germany can succeéd in her plans regard- 
ing the Caucasus, she will be in a 
distinctly favourable position to resume 
operations on a grand scale next spring ; 
but there is reason to believe that -he 
British will take a hand in the game 
before the swastika is hoisted on the towers 
of Tiflis. Everything points to British 
participation in the defence of the 
Caucasus; but General Wavell keeps his 
secrets well, and even the American news- 
papers have been unable so far to pene- 
trate the veil of silence which hangs over 
the Middle East. All that is certain is 
that much more blood will be shed before 
peace comes to mankind again. The real 
war between Germany and the British 
Empire has not even started.

Tinned Foods 


The rationing of tinned foods in England 
may interfere seriously with the domestic 
economy of many households. Even before 
the war, when fresh foods were plentiful 
and fairly cheap, there were thousands of 
families which found it convenient to take 
many of their meals from tins. House- 
wives in culinary skill found 
prepared soups, stews, vegetables and 
sweets that needed only to be warmed. 
With them, the tin-opener was the prin- 
cipal part of the machinery of cooking. 
Most of the tinned foods were excellent. 
Many of them possessed an unusual 
piquancy. They were available at times 
when the fresh foods of their kind wera 
out of season. They permitted the enjoy- 
ment of garden peas throughout the year. 
Fruits of wide variety could be eaten in 
both winter and summer. Since the out- 
break of .the war and the increase in 
rationing families which had not previously 
been devotees ‘of the tin found that it 
enabled them to add considerably both to 
the quantity and quality of their meals. 
Actually it is surprising that tinned meats 
have escaped rationing for so long. The

news of the new rationing order may lead 
economic housewives on this side of the 
Channel to add a few more tins of this 
and that to their cupboards, just as they 
did when the Minister for 
Supplies recommended the accumulation 
Probably, however, just 
as most of the stocks of last year dwindled 
away, so the tins that may be put aside 
to-day will find their way into the menus 
of to-morrow and the next day if the 
housewife is too tired or too busy to walk 
down to the shops. At the moment, of 
course, there does not seem to be any good 
reason why tinned foods should be rationed 
in Kire. The meats and vegetables are 
plentiful—the fruits not quite so plenti- 
ful—and so long as there are tins there 
should be no shortage. Incidentally, there 
does not seem to be any scheme for the 
collection of old tins.

E increase in the maximum price of 

Irish turkeys to 2s. 10d. per lb., 
instead of 2s. 4d., as last Christmas, Is 
welcomed in the poultry trade here, where 
the Ministry of Food’s discrimination 
last season, which allowed English and 
Scottish birds to be sold at fourpence to 
lb. more, was greatly deplored. he 
maximum price for trussed birds this year 
will be 1s.

2s. 94d. per ib., whether roasters or boilers, 
and the same price will apply to ducks 
and geese. An interesting feature of the 
turkey prices this year is that an extra 
twopence may be added to the maximum 
price in certain large urban areas. This 
is expected to divert huge supplies to the

Prices have been controlled. and 
margins of profit restricted over the whole 
range of these new rationed foods, for 
which there is no need to register at any 
one shop, the most widespread distribution 
being guaranteed. 


Big Children 


The Board of Trade announces that forty 
extra clothes coupons will be presented to 
specially big children under 14 who can 
tip the scales at 7st. 12lb. or top the 
measure at 5 feet 3 inches in bare feet. 
One can see parents carefully considering, 
before deciding on the direction in which 
to develop a growing lad, whether the 
coupons can be :nore easily obtained by 
a height increase or extra inches round 
the waist. All young children get their 
clothes at lower coupon rates than adults, 
but when they have grown berond the size 
to which these lower rates apply they need 
extra help in their ration, for they are 
still quick growers and hard wearers. 
Accordingly, those between 14 and 16 will 
get forty extra coupons automatically and 
from 16 to 164 twenty extra coupons, 
whatever their height or weight. 


to purchase Lib. 
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Limerick Penny Dinners 


The problem of communal feeding of the 
necessitous has always been to the fore in 
Limerick (writes a correspondent), and 
special plans are being made to see that 
adequate supplies of the excellent ‘‘ Penny 
Dinners,’’ costing twopence, will be avail- 
able this winter. 

An interesting effort is being made by a 
dramatic group called ‘‘ The Glow-Worms ’”’ 
to raise funds for this cause by theatrical 
productions. At the end of November they 
hope to produce a show at the excellently 
equipped theatre of the Municipal 
Technical Institute. The performance will 
include a very well-known farce, “ Meet 
the Family,” and also the production of 
a new peasant play entitled “ Brian 
Taaffe’s Money.”

Baron Reuter and Ireland 


Baron Reuter, the founder of the 
world-famous Reuter’s Agency, which has 
just undergone an important change in 
its control, made the South of Treland 
the scene of one of his earliest news 
scoops. 

His first news organisation was formed 
on the Continent, where he set up a 
service of quick transmission of com- 
mercial intelligence by means of. carrier 
pigeons, the closing Bourse prices being 
written on tissue paper and placed in a 
silk bag carried by the pigeon under its 
wing. 

Later, with the extension of the tele- 
graph, he wished to start a news centre 
in Paris, but the French Government 
ges so many obstacles in his way that 
te became a British subject and set up 
his office in London in 1851. 

His efforts to ‘ duce English papers to 
accept his news failed until in 1858 
The Times published his report of a speech 
by Napoleon. The news service was then 
gradually extended until it covered the 
whole of the world. 

Reuter’s Irish scoop took place in 1868, 
when he laid a special cable from Cork 
to Brookhaven, which enabled him to 
obtain and circulate news’ of the Ameri- 
can Civil War several hours before the 
anes arrived with the news at Liver- 
pool.

OBITUARY 
VISCOUNT D'ABÉRNON 


Viscount D’Abernon, who was 
British Ambassador to Berlin during 
the critical years following the last 
war, died in a Hove (Sussex) nursing 
home on Saturday, aged eighty-four. A 
financial expert of international repute, 
author, art collector and sportsman, he 
had many interests. He was Chairman 
of the Betting Control Board,’ the 
Industrial Fatigue Research Board, the 
Lawn Tennis Association, the Medical 
Research Council and the Thoroughbred 
Horse Breeders’ Association. He was 
a trustee of the British National 
Gallery and Chairman of the Tate 
Gallery. It has been said that if he 
had not been at Berlin there would 
have been no reconciliation st Locarno 
of the belligerent Powers. 

In a broadcast in 1931 Lord 
D’Abernon said that he would send 
those responsible for the outbreak of 
war with the first troops for the front. 
If he were dictator, he added, he would 
extend something of the same obligation 
to go to the front to those concerned 
in the manufacture of armaments, and 
to the more fanatical of the extremists 
who had done much to impede the 
progress of pacification. , 

In 1890 Ford D’Abernon married 
Lady Helen Duncombe, a daughter of 
the first Earl of Feversham, one of the 
four most beautiful sisters in England.

should be men of venerable age, re- 
spected for their standing and dignity, 
or those that are so young that the 
middle-aged worshipper will feel that 
they are more like his children than 
shepherds of the flock of which he is 
a member. 

This principle is particularly applic- 
able to the present controversy. Those 
correspondents who say simply that 
things are wrong succeed merely in irri- 
tating, and do no good. The critic 
who has preferences, and voices them, 
can learn from those who have exactly 
the opposite preferences. I have not 
read all the Jetters in your valuable 
journal, but those 1 have read seem 
to eat one another up like the tradi- 
tional Kilkenny cats. Thus one writer 
sa that our clergy are too old; an- 
other that they are young and without 
spirituality; another thinks that they 
are not sufficiently in touch with the 
worldiness of the younger = genera- 
tion; another that they are 
too much in touch with it. 
Another correspondent thinks that the 
country clergy suffer from ‘“‘foot-and- 
mouth disease —they don’t visit and 
they can’t preach; another asserts 
that they are scholarly and eloquent. 
Now, a rigid adherence to my principle 
would cancel out all these letters—I 
will not include your recent brilliant 
“‘leader’’—so as to leave the impres- 
sion that all is for the best in the best 
of all possible worlds, and leading to 
the conclusion that the Church of 
Ireland is a model among Christian 
Churches. 

I remember an argument in Chester- 
ton’s ‘‘Orthodoxy’ in defence of 
Christianity. As an agnostic he had 
read one authority who proclaimed 
that the pagan world was overflowing 
with joy before Christianity had made 
it grey with its breath. He then read 
another who complained that Chris- 
tianity covered up the tragedy of life 
with its rose-coloured optimism and 
hope. The author of ‘‘Orthodoxy”’ 
saw that both could not be true and 
he immediately gave up his agnosticism 
and became a Christian. I cannot but 
feel hopeful that many of your readers 
will join the Church of Ireland as a 
result of reading this mass of contra-

Srr,—May I first say how enhearten- 
ing it was to young Protestants to find 
that, notwithstanding the pressure of 
space for matters of more general 
interest, you were so alive to the 
extreme urgency and importance of the 
question as to print the leading article 
which has caused, I hope, a good deal 
of heart searchings in the breasts of 
our country clergy. 

I have read with interest the letters 
already published, and, in particular, 
that of Canon Chamberlain in your 
issue of the Wth inst. I would remind 
him that the Church of Ireland has 
interests beyond the Diocese of Dublin, 
where obviously Church life is in a 
healthy condition. Let him spend time 
in studying the condition in the country, 
and particularly in the West of Ireland, 
where Church life and all that it should 
mean is a thing of the past, and merely 
a memory recounted ta us now and 
again by our fathers and mothers. 

Our parishes gre, in the main, poor 
financially and in numbers, but abso- 
lutely poverty-stricken in clergy of the 
type needed to sustain and develo 
interest in Church life and all that it 
signifies. In the average parish of 100 
to 500 souls there may be 50 to 100 
attending Morning Service; yet this is 
their only opportunity of experiencing 
Church life. | agree that in the majority 
of cases the numbers of boys and girls 
will not permit of the existence of a 
company of the Boys’ Brigade or Girls’ 
Brigade or a troop of Scouts or Guides, 
but surely an enterprising rector could 
run some form of organisation to keep 
these children together, and so imbue 
them with a sense of their membership 
of a Church which has contributed so 
much in the past to the life and well- 
being of our nation. 

I am convinced that, although we 
members may appear complacent at the 
moment, that complacency will blossom 
forth as enthusiasm if we only get the 
lead and sacrifice necessary from our 
clergy. I purposely mention sacrifice, 
because that aspect of the average 
clergyman’s life is one seldom found 
nowadays. Hard though it may be to 
say so, I feel that too many of our 
clergy have forgotten the splendid feel- 
ings which prompted them to become 
ordained and to devote their lives to 
the well-being of their Church and its 

eople. I agree that they may have 
ad set-backs in their rochial life, 
but they still have their job to do. The 
successful business man seldom reaches 
his position without meeting and over- 
coming difficulties, and the successful 
clergyman must do the same. We may 
differ from the clergy’s viewpoint on 
the meaning of success, but surely a 
live Church must be part of the goal 
for which they are striving. 

I think it will be found that the 
majority of the country clergy have 
that autocratic outlook which dis- 
courages the layman from taking his 
rightful place in the running of Church 
life. How often do we find the rector 
ruling the Select Vestry, choir, and 
any other organisation in parishes 
which are fortunate enough to possess 
them? On the other hand, how often 
do we find the rector not even support- 
ing the laymen’s efforts merely on the 
grounds that tne effort may not have a 
distinctly religious object? If the 
clergy would only give the laity a 
chance to show their practical interest 
in parochial affairs, then they 
would find them only too willing to 
give them all the help needed to keep 
Church life alive and robust. 

Notwithstanding all I have said, 1 
still have faith in our clergy that they 
will try to see “the writing on the 
wall.” We have a cause for which men 
have died, surely it a cause worth 
living for. Our heritage is one of which 
we can be justly proud; let us see to 
it that we hand it on to our children, 
not alone untarnished, but enriched.—

Our numbers may 
be small in many places, but numbers 
are no criterion of spirituality, and it is 
spirituality that counts. I venture to 
say that the Spiritual temperature of 
our people, young and old, in city and 
country parishes is higher to-day than 
it has been for many generations.’’

THE IDEAL OF 
A SAINT 


SERMON BY BISHOP 
OF KILMORE 


“IT means a life ..evoted to all that 
is clean, decent, straight, true, un- 
selfish and honourable in a world of 
impurity, trickery, despotism and self- 
seeking. How badly the world needs 
that ideal to-day!’ said the Right 
Rev. Dr. A. E. Hughes, Bishop of 
Kilmore, defining the ideal of a saint 
in a sermon which he preached yester- 
day morning at St. Philip’s Parish 
Church, Temple road, Rathmines. 

Taking as his text. “ As He which 
hath called you is holy, be ye holy in 
all manner of conversation’’ (1 Peter 
1.15), Dr. Hughes said that the word 
“saint”? had in the minds of the 
people acquired a technical meaning, 
and suggested a great hero of the faith, 
long gone to his rest, and so far re- 
moved from the conditions of ordinary 
life as to have been scarcely human. 
The Roman Church, by canonising 
such people and ascribing to them 
mediatorial powers, had W further 
widened the breach which separated 
them from ordinary people who were 
fighting the Christian battle. 

To correct this wrong idea they 
should turn to the New Testament, 
where the word “saint ” is applied ‘o 
ordinary Christians. Peter, for in- 
stance, came down to the saints at 
Lydia. The Collect of All Saints’ Day, 
declared against the Roman doctrine 
of the Invocation of the Saints in 1549 
by the Reformers, opens the ideals ~d 
hopes of saints to all men and women 
who, being united in the body of 
Christ, lead virtuous and Godly lives, 
and are looking to Jesus Christ for 
their salvation.
